FLOOD VICTIMS 


Details of the Diniates at 
Sioux City, 


Only a Few Bodies Thus Far Taken 
from the Waters. 


Many Corpses Believed to Be Wedgea 
in the Ruins of Houses. 


Rivers Again on the Rise at Kansas City 
—A Mississippi Levee Expected to 
Break—No Alarm at New 
Orleans. 


Gy Telegraph to The Times. 

Sioux Crty (Iowa,) May 19.—[By the 
associated Press.] The Floyd River is 
subsiding and a rough estimate of the 
loss from yesterday’s flood is possible. 
The loss of life will reach twenty-five 
and perhaps may be higher. There 
are a number of persons reported miss- 
ing. Three bodies ,were recovered to- 
day, those of A. G. oe wife and 
baby. 

The stockyards company estimate 
their loss dt from $450,000 to §500,- 
000. The loss on houses, furniture and 
stocks of goods in the flooded district 
will aggregate $850,000, and the dam- 
age to the city pavements, etc., will 
amount to $100,000. 

The street railways are also consider- 
able losers, but the railroads are the 
34 eatest individual losers. Up the 

loyd fortwenty miles the Sioux City 
and Northwestern and Illinois Central 
tracks are washed out or damaged. 
The loss to the Terminal Company and 
all railroad companies is estimated at 
from $750,000 to $1,000,000. 

Citizens are carrying on active relief 
work and feel confident of their ability 
to provide for the destitute. 

Fort Doper (Iowa,) May 19.—The 
Des Moines River came to a standstill 
today and is now falling. Residents of 
Floyd Valley are the worst sufferers. 
There are thonsands homeless, and fully 
100 have found watery graves. The 
loss by flood in the district. will reach 
into the millions. 

Omana (Neb.,) May.19.—A Sloux City 
special tothe Bee says that a partial 
list of the persons supposed to have 
been drowned is as follows: Frank 
Henderson, wife and child, two boat- 
‘men, unknown; <A. P. McLaren;

But six or eight blocks above the evi- 
dence is sutprising of the violent 
water, About eight or ten blocks 
above the intersection of the rive 
and Fourth street the current ha 
scooped a deep channel right through 
residences. Thirty houses, large and 


| well built, were wholly carried away. 


Just below the iron bridge of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul and 
against it is lodged a tremendous mass 
of débris. Here houses were smashed 
into kindling wood and it is heaped up 
with furniture, railroad ties and piles 
of dead animals. 

Two blocks below is the iron bridge 
of the elevated road, and here is another 
similar lodgement. It is believed that 
human bodies will be found in these 
masses. 

The city council last. night at a spe- 
cial meeting appropriated $5000 in aid 
of the flood sufferers. The citizens will 
raise many times that amount. No ap- 
peal will be made for outside assistance. 
The elevated road was crowded with 
sight-seers, and from station to station 
the tracks were lined with men and 
boys. Many, armed with ropes and 
long poles, rendered assistance to peo- 
ple who came floating down the river 
on planks and boxes, anda number of 
lives were saved. 


IN OTHER IOWA TOWNS. ; 


Floods at Spencer, Cherokee, Des Moines 
_ and Dubuque. 

Spencer (Iowa,) May 19.—[{By the 
Associated Press.] Reports from all) 
points in this and adjoining counties 
show great damage to crops and stock. 
Numerous herds of cattle along the 
Sioux and Conridan rivers were sur- 
rounded by water and drowned. Ali 
bridges were washed out, making travel 
by them impossible. All cellars in the 
city were inundated, and considerable 
local damage was done. Present indi- 
cations are for fair weather. Good 
railroad communication is not yet es- 
tablished, but trains are expected to be 
running tomorrow. 

CuEeRoKEE (lowa,) May 19.—The Lit- 

tle Sioux is two miles wide in .places 
and is still rising. Some of the smaller 
buildings are washed away, but bg 
. greatest damage is in the valley to 
crops. The Illinoi 
badly washed out east and west .of this 
point, anditis impossible to get au- 
thentic news from the south. The city 
water works were inundated and a 
water famine is threatened. 
* Des Moines, May 19.—The Des Moines 
River rose three feet during the night 
and is still rising. The city water 
works are surrounded. There is great 
danger thatthe water supply will be 
cut off. At Duncomb, five miles south 
of Stucco, mills are flooded and the oc- 
cupants are fleeing for their lives. 
Reports from the country are contra- 
dictory, but enough is known to say 
that the loss of live-stock and other 
property is enormons. ‘Indicatiors are 
that many persons were drowned” The 
situation in Little Sioux Valley is very 
serious, but not.so bad as that in the 
Floyd Valley. Reports from there 
place the loss of life at 25 to 100.

The Kaw rose three feet, and 
Argentine and Armourdale are from 
two to seven feet under water. It is 
still rising, and will probably go two 
feethigher. The have 
suspended. 

The Big Maddy has now turned its 
attention to this side, and considerable 
damage about Kansas City was reported 
today. Railroad tracks are under 
water, bridges and viaducts are threat- 
ened, the basements of houses are filled 
with ‘water and many people are com- 
pelled to vacate their homes. The 
Fourth street viaduct is in imminent 
danger of being washed away. In the 
west bottoms the river broke into cel- 
lars and basements of dwelling houses, 
routing out the basement dwellers along 
Union avenue.

Heavy Rains, Fierce Gales and a Howling 
Blizzard, 
Sr. (Minn.,) May 19.—|By the 
Associated Press.| Reports of damage 


}-frem-~storms ar. coming in from -all 


over the Northwest. The rains of the 
past twenty-four hours have been espe- 
cially severe. Violent windstorms 
greatly increased the damage. At 
Crookston, Minn., Red Lake River has 
risen four feet and is still rising. Mad- 
ison, Minn., is nearly under water and 
thousands of acres of grain are ruined. 

At Lake Field the sloughs are flooded, 
roads are impassable and many small 
bridges are washed daWay. Several 
wasbouts are reported along the rail- 
roads and no trains arrived today. 

. Three bridges between Jasper, Minn., 
and Sioux Falls were washed away and 
one or two on the Sioux City and 
Northern. 

One of the most severe storms of the 
year struck Duluth today. All ice at 
the head of the lake was piled up ten to 
twenty feet high before the entrance of 
the harbor of Superior, though little 
damage was done by the storm. The 
captains of incoming vessels report 
terrific weather on the lake and marine 
disasters are looked for. On the north 
shore near Port Arthur, the wind is re- 
ported to be blowing seventy miles an 
hour. 

-MitwavkEe (Wigs.,) May 19.—There, 
was a blinding snowstorm in the south- 
ern, central and northwestern parts of 
Wisconsin this afternoon and evening. 
The storm approached almost a blizzard 
at Portage, Columbia county, and sleet 
and heavy snow fell at Durand and 
Pepin and New Richmond and in St.

AT ST. LOUIS. 


The ‘Situation Not Improved—A Farther 
Rise Expected. 

St. Lovis, May 19.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.|. As nearly as can be told 
the Mississippi is at a-.stand.

Alger Figuring for First or Second 
Place on the Ticket. 


The Opposition to Harrison Taking Defi- 
nite Shape—Southern Democrats Hold- 
ing State Conventions—South Car- 

olintaits Cannot Go Cleveland. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 


Cnicago, May 19.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} A special from Washing- 
ton to an afternoon paper says: ‘Tom 
Platt has received assurances that James 
G. Blaine will accept the nomination 
for the Presidency if offered him. The 
exact nature ofthe assurances cannot 
be learned. It is known, however, that 
they are perfectly satisfactory to Platt, 
and that Clarkson, Alger, Fassett, and 
others, who held a conference at De- 
troit yesterday, discussed them, and ex- 
préssed themselves in private as satis- 
fied with them. There will be no 
Cabinet officer at the Minneapolis con- 
vention, 

‘President Harrison says he does not 
Wwant.a renomination which could even 
to a degree be charged to the influence 
of Federal office-holders. He has _re- 
quested every member of the Cabinet 
to remain at his post of official duty 
during the convention. Furthermore, 
he requests the assistant Cabinet 
officers, United States marshals, dis- 
trict attorneys, collectors of customs 
and internal revenue and other Federal 
officers to stay away from the conven- 
tion. 

“The request, or order, whichever it 
may be, has caused no little disap- 
pointment in official circles here. It is 
also likely to cause a shortage of dele- 
gates at Minneapolis, as many of those 
elected are serving the Government in 
some capacity.’’ 

An afternoon paper says ‘that Tom 
Platt of New York and Matt Quay of 
Pennsylvania took part in the Republi- 
can conference at Gen. Alger’s yester- 
day. The paper declares that it was 
decided that Clarkson should go to 
Washington and urge Blaine to allow 
the use of his name forthe Presidential 
nomination with Alger for second place.

Cuicaco, May 19.—[By the Associated 
Press. | Advices to the Associated 
Press from many points west show a 
dreadful state of affairs in the flooded 
districts. St. Louis reports that in ad- 
dition to a prospective coal famine 
there is threatened a milk famine, the 
water on the Illinois side having cut 
off the dairymen from the city. De- 
serted dwellings in the flooded districts 
are systematically robbed of their con- 
tents, including furniture. The steal- 
ings are said to have amounted to over 
$100,000. 

At Sioux City among other things the 
stockyards, with the animals in them, 
corn cribs and all buildings are carried 
away by the flood. 

At Clarksville, Ark., the flood in the 


Arkansas River led to the drowning of 


five people. 

At St. Joseph, Mo., the river has risen 
nearly two feet and is now at its high- 
est point, 

At Marysville, Kan., the river, which 
has been falling, is again rising. The 
city is cut off from railroad communica- 
tions. 

At Texarkana, Ark., the Red River 
flood has weakened all "railroad bridges 
so that no trains dre run over them. 

At Perryville, Mo., men employed on 
the Boisbrule levee returned and report 
the water breaking over all along and 
the bottoms will soon be flooded. 

At Minneapolis a few more inches of 
water will cut log booms loose, causing 
great loss, 

Cincinnati reports a rainfall of nearly 
two inches in the Ohio Valley. A tor- 
nado passed over the northwestern part 
of Hamilton county yesterday after- 
noon, plowing a furrow of destruction 
nearly three miles long. A number of 
dwelling houses and barns were de- 
stroyed. Several persons were injured.

The Mills Meetings Attract Crowds 
Despite the Heat. 


Open Confession and God’s Biessing—The 
Age of Frivolous Excuses—The — 
Programme for Sunday 
Services, 


1200 assembled at the 
Pavilion again yesterday afternoon to 
hear the “old, old story’ as told by 
Evangelist Mills. The gospel, as inter- 
preted by this gifted preacher, never 
loses its power of attraction, as the im- 
mens¢ congregations which he has 
drawn ever since the opening night. 
two weeks ago, give striking testimony. 
The personal magnetism of the man, his 
perfect knowledge of the scriptures 
and intelligent interpretation of them, 
his eloquence, which at times reaches 
the sublime, his tremendous earnest-. 
ness and his persistent manner of win- 
ning souls, combined with his marvel- 
ous executive ability, place him in the 
lead of all the evangelists who have be- 
fore visited Los Angeles. As the time 
draws near for the closing of this re- 
markable series of meetings the inter- 


‘est seems to increase, and it will be an 


easy matter for the clergymen of the 
city to carry forward the good work in- 
augurated by this leader. Whether 
there is sufficient broad Christianity 
among the ministers of Los Angeles to 
do this remains to be seen. If they can 
sink out. of sight all denominational 


‘lines and work shoulder to shoulder for 


the common cause of Christianity a 
great work may be done. . 

The service this afternoon will com- 
mence at 8 o’clock, instead of 3:80 as 
formerly. The first half hour will be 
devoted by Evangelist Mills to the 
answering of questions in regard to per- 
petuating the work, and the sermon 
which will follow will also bear upon 
this subject. It is therefore especially 
desirable that all ministers, all Sunday- 
school teachers, officers and all active 
Christian workers be present. 

The opening prayer yesterday after- 
Dr. Jenkins of the 
East Side Congregational Church. Rev. 
Mills read the Bible lesson from Gen- 
esis 32, begining atthe twenty-fourth 
verse, about‘ Jehovah wrestling with 
Jacob. His text was a portion of the 
twenty-sixth and twenty-ninth verses 
of the same chapter: ‘‘And he said 
I will not let Thee go except. Thou 
bless me, and He blest him there.”’ 

‘Jacob had been left alone,’’ he be- 
gan. *‘He was alone because of a very 
mean motive on his part—cowardice. 
He was fleeing from justice; from the 
wrath of his brother Esau, whom he had 
deprived ofhis birthright. He had been 
into a distant country, married and 
réared his children and acquired a great 
deal of property, and then God said to 
him, ‘Go-’back to your boyhood’s home,’ 
and as he approached a messenger 
met himandtold him that Esau was 
coming to meet him with a great com- 
pany of followers, and Jacob feared that 
he came to seek vengeance, so he sent 
on gifts and sought to appease his 
wrath. He sent at last his wives, and 
children, and servants, and all the rest 
of his property, but he tarried behind. 
I think the reason was that he might 
have an opportunity torun away from 
the vengeance of his brother if he found 
he cherished any. Sometimes God does 
take advantage of our meannesses, and 
so he did of Jacob, who had not yet 
learned the secret of walking with God 
and having all his wants supplied by 
Him. The story of the wrestling is ofa 
wrestling Jehovah, and not ofa wrest- 
ling Jacob. By and by Jacob began to 
realize his weakness, and that was the 
beginning of his strength, It was only 
when he came to be a cripple that God 
gave him what he asked; only when he 
cried out, ‘Other refuge have I none.’ 
It is only a sense of our weakness that 
lays hold on God. Jacob prayed first to 
be delivered from Esau, and added, ‘I 
will not let Thee go except Thou bless 
me.’ 

‘‘There are two things that used to 
puzzle me about this interview; one was 
how God could bless a man without 
open confession, and the other was 
what the angel asked him his name for. 
Did he think he was mistaken in- the 
man?, I think one explanation will an- 
swer both questions. The orientals 
gave names to represent character, and 
they do that to this day. The name of 
Jacob was no mistake; God picked it 
out before Jacob was born an ave it 
to him. It<meant ‘swindler.’ He was 
naturally a schemer reaching after the 
main chance. He swindled his father 
and his brother. He swindled God and 


-| he swindled his uncle, and when he an- 


swered the angel and said ‘Jacob,’ he 
said it all. He confessed hissin. He 
told it all out. I notice inthe last place 
that Jacob surrendered his will to God. 
This is the crucial test. Jacob’s place 
in this interview was not one of pre- 
sumption but ong of the most absolute 
humility.”’ 

Making a personal application, the 
evangelist said: ‘Have you not some- 
times come very near to the place.of 
infinite blessing and moaned out ‘Oh 
God, I will not let Thee go?’ Bnt when 
God placed His hand on your flesh and 
you winced and He said ‘There’s @is- 
ease there; it must come out,’ did you 
say ‘I will let go?’ Godis not satisfied 
when we are dependent upon Him. He 
wants us to be entirely independent of 
everything else. This afternoon God 
has met you and is wrestling with you 
and says ‘Tell me thy name.’ He longs 
to bless you but cannot unless you tell. 
out Tell 


everything. out - your 
name this afternoon—all thy se- 
cret sins, tell them out to the 
very depths. The wrong thing, 


if it be a wrong ambition, or busi- 
ness, social or family matter, down 
hidden in thy soul, tellit out. Tell your 
mame. Then can you say that lagt 
thing that Jacob said, ‘I will not let 
Thee go except Thou give me the bless- 
ing.’ I would give more to see one per- 
son give himself in utter self-surrender, 
to lay hold on the life of God than to 
see 100 turn their faces toward the’ 
kingdom. Let the blessing come even 
though it crash down through every 
plan you have made. After Jacob had 
confessed his name, ‘swindler,’ the 
angel said, ‘Thy name shall no more be 
“swindler, ”, but Prince of, God;’ and he 
blessed him there.” 

The number who rose in significa- 
tion of their utter surrender of self in- 
cludeda large number of middle-aged 
men and women.

‘Eucalyptus for Windbreaks. 
{Ontario Observer.] 

J. H. Sourwine, a practical man, and 
one whose experience and observation 
have been of such a character as to 
give weight to his ehakahe says that for 
protection against frost, the eucalyptus 
windbreak is superior to cypress. The 
philosophy of this opinion is that euca- 
lyptus windbreaks are more open at the 
bottom, admitting of a freer circula- 
tion of air through the grove at nights. 
As cold air is denser, and consequently 
heavier than warm air, it naturally set- 


tles around the trees, and, if kept un-- 


disturbed by solid walls of cypress, 
frosted fruit or foliage js likely to re- 
sult. Eucalyptus trees are also better 
as windbreaks in that they break and 
disorganize strong currents of air, in- 
stead of holding them in check till they 
gain sufficient power to leap as it were 
over the obstructions and concentrate 
their force on the other side.

Aftermath of the 
State Convention. 
The Cruel Neglect Shown to Los 
Angeles County. 


Only Six Places Captured, and One 
Got Away. 
Some New Points Brought Out—White, 
Del Valle and Billy Foote—J. Ma- 
rion Brooks and His Tale | 
of Woe. 


The Fresno round-up is a thing of the 
past, as is very apparent by the morn- 
ing papers of even date. It was a most 
commonplace performance that the 
toilers of the Faber had to preside over 
with their eagle eyes. There was 
scarcely an episode during the proceed- 
ings to stir the blood or make the hair 
curl or the most moss-backed 
on earth.

Mauritius the Scene of Terrible 


‘Dwellings Blown Away, Ships Sunk 
and Many Lives Lost. 


The People Had Warning, but Could 
Eseape Their Doom. 


Other Foreiga Earthquake

Loxpox, May 19.—{ By Cable ands 
sociated Press.] Advices from -Mauri- 
tius state thata hurricane of great vio- 
lence passed over the island April 29, 
causing enormous damage to shipping 
and on land. The western half of Port 
‘Louis, the capital," was devastated. 
Houses were blown down, trees up- 
rooted and the loss of life is appalling. 
The roar of the gale was deafening, and 
people rushed to and fro in panic- 
stricken confusion. Rain fell in tor- 
rents, thunder crashed and the flashes 
of lightning were blinding. The exact 
number of dead is not known. The an- 
thorities are making every effort to 
alleviate suffering, and military tents 
are being distributed among the home- 
less, as is food. Half the crops of

Once more the proud Dukes were 
humbled and forced to trail their 
colors in the dust, for they went down 
before the Angels again yesterday 
afternoon, figures 8to 1, and Glenal- 
vin’s Giants are now leading the pro- 
cession in the race for the little rag. 

Such a game asthat put up by the 
tuo leaders yesterday is seldom wit- 
nessed on any’ ball field. Leaving 
out the first half of the first inning, 
there has never been a more perfect 
game played on any diamond. One, 
two, three was the order in which both 
sides walked up to the bat and back to 
their benches in almost every inning, 
eighteen men putting up a game as per- 
fectly as though each one was a neces- 
sary part of a perfectly adjusted ma- 
chine. 

South Paw Roach, ‘‘the orator,’’ was 
in the box forthe locals and plugged 
through a ball that was simply a puz- 
zier.
